systematized and organized during 
the past 10 jears so that competition 
is reduced to a minimum and the 
large companies and the dealers are 
enabied to fix price's so as to pro- 
duce the larger profits.

Where, If seen alone, the same

lost, and her place in the picture Is 
hopelessly and often ridiculously 
out of proportion and focus. 


In all social relationships be- 


tween men and women, drees has 
in It not only the idea of conven- 
tion but that of compliment. Some 
psychologists say that women give 
so much time and thought to 
clothes entirely to please men; 
others add a second element and 
say it Is natural vanity plus a com- 
petitive desire to arouse envy in 
the eyes of their own sex. 
But 


whatever the motive is, the results 
are more or less analogous. Your 
well-dressed woman is always a 
I'ornpliment to herself and to those 
about her. 


Most of us agree that every com- 


pliment deserves recognition and 
a certain amount of Indebtedness. 
The young lady whose sweetheart 
persists In "going out" with her 
attired llk« Slovenly Peter, will 
either shed secret tears of regref, 
or switch her society to the atten- 
tions of one who manifests his sin- 
cerity of heart by a niore careful 
attention to bin apparel. 


No girl who "dresses up" for the 


party cares to have her escort se- 
rrptly "dressed down" by the com- 
parative opinions of those who arc 
there. Ills carelessness has de- 
tracted from her own outward ap- 
pearance and Injured her inwar.l 
pride. 


When a man is married, his taste 


and neatness In matters of dress 
are even more important, since 
they reflect so constantly on tin 
appearance of his wife "Incom- 
patibility o! clothes" Has been a 
ground for dtrorce, but not in New 
York State 
Sucl* little discrepan- 


can usually be adjusted In the 


home, and a little common sense 
Is all that li essential to bring 
about perfect sartorial harmony. 


If a man has a wife who "dolls 


up" like Barnum's pet pony, l»e 
must either refuse to go into the 
circus-ring or else make his tog- 
gery "prance" In smart accora« 
ance. 


If your wife drosses well and you 


don't, there are but. two deductions 
mad« by the observer. 
Either 


your own self-respect has not been 
properly asserted, or there has bee* 
an Inequality of domestic expendi- 
tures in the matter of clothing. 


Neither of these deductions--may 


be true, for it Is possibly just » 
trait of carelessness on your part, 
but everyone doesn't know you per- 
sonally, and it is the effect they 
see and not the cause of it. 


In addition to the general con- 


sistencies of drese between a man 
and his wife, there are others of 
minor but subtle importance. Few 
men give the matter of color har- 
mony much thought.
